OF LEGISLATIVE WORK 


Shows Reasons for Compensation 
and Workmen’s Eight-Hour 
Measures, Which Senator 
Voted Against.

“It is a curious fact,” said the 
doctor. “that the United States is 
the most inhuman and unprogressive 
of all the nations. You must travel 
clear across Europe to Turkey to find 
such an utter disregard of the rights 
and duties of civilized government. 

“England is in a fair way to do 
away with poverty, through accident 
and out-of-work insurance, and Ger- 
many has faised herself to the posi- 
tion of a rival of Great Britain by 
iitelligently taking care of her in- 
dustrial army, through accident com- 
pensation, out-of-work, sick and 
old age benefits.” 

In speaking of the army of the un- 

employed, Dr. Parker characterized 
as inhuman and disgraceful the spec- 
tacle of men being driven from one 
county to another, and admitting 
that perhaps many of the men are 
not willing or anxious to work, the 
speaker asked if clubbing and jatiing 
would ever remedy the evil, or if 
more humané@ and scientific measures 
must not be adopted. 
_ At the conclusion of the lecture 
Dr. Parker answered many questions 
of his audience and gave some idaay 
of the white slave traffic that he de- 
clares is now being planned in San 
Francisco for next year, citing the 
tuumber of missing girls at 5000 dur- 
ing the world’s fair at Chicago, 3000 
at St. Louis, and promised that as 
secretary of the Immigration Com- 
mission severe measures would be 
enforced to prevent a repetition of 
this disgrace in San Francisco.

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AN ENGLISH SCANDAL. 


Some time ago the British public and the English p@pers were 
busy with the story of a cabinet scandal. Several of the most promi- 
nent members, including Lloyd George, had been discovered specu- 
lating in stocks and stocks the quotations upon which depengéd 
upon government action. With a more or less flimsy excuse they 
were whitewashed and the incident was dropped, now comes an 
investigation into the charge that titles and honors are given in 
return for campaign contributions. Of course there is no question 
but what that it has been the custom always, since campaign contri- 
butions were needed, and before that the titles and rewards went 
to those who served the King or Prime Minister in some other way. 
Rarely has a title meant anything in the way of honor gained by 
the recipient for some patriotic or useful act, and when it was given 
for those reasons it was usually only knighthood with the right to 
be addressed as ‘‘Sir.’’ The knights have really been the most hon- 
orable of the titled people of the Empire: The nobles were sintply 
the wealthy am the politically useful. 

The only difference between the plan upon which political use- 
fulness was rewarded in the Uited States and in Europe, where titles 
are given, including the British Isles, was that here the rewards 
have gore to one man for a time, while there they were extended 
fcr yeers and generations to his whole family and descendants. For 
helping out the government, and contribyting liberally, the donor 


- received a title and became, with his descendants after him, an 


e 


nereditary lawmaker of England and the British Empire. 

The founders of the most of the families in the House of Lords 
won their titles by their ability to brew good beer, or make a su- 
perior quality of cloth, or establish a large business in shipping or 
some other industry. They were bankers like the Barring Brothers, 
or the Rothschilds, or they had made great sums of money in some 
other way. That, was considered perfectly legitimate, and while the 
English with a pharasaical smirk would hold up their hands in 


horror at what went on this side of the Atlantic, they were doing 


the same thing only on much worse lines on the other side. 


But of lete years the people have been getting stronger and 


stronger in England as well as elsewhere, and the result of the 
growth of democracy has been to demand that the same code of 
morals shall be observed for the rich and the poor, and that the 
bribing of governments,for the purpose of securing titles and the 
right to make laws for ‘the people by right of birth shall cease. 
Honesty in gcvernment come with the growth of popular power 
providec the people take an interest in their own affairs. If as 
France, they are indifferent, a nominal republic is no better than a 
monarchy, eve: worse, but then France is only a republic in name, 
as a matter of fact it is an oligarchy whose only merit is that it 
is not hereditary. 


DO NOT BLAME THE FLAG. 


Because social conditions are not ideal, and no one claims they 
are, and because the plans and schemes which they have in mind 
are not adopted with enthusiasm by the whole country at once, there 
are a numberaof itinerant orators now perambulating the various

large proportion of ‘those who confess to an income in excess, of 
the limit set by law as free from taxation. When it is understood 
that the income is in excess of a large number of exemptions, and 
that an allowance of $1000 is made for a wife, and further allow- 
ances for the first two children—though why only an allowance for 
two is made is not apparent—it will be seen that the men who admit 
having incomes that are subject to taxation have incomes far above 
$3000. Jn fact it is safe to say that they more than reach $5000 in 
nearly every case. The result is that the income of the government 
from the income tax is going to be many times as great as it was 
supposed that it would be, and there will be no shortage of funds 
in Washington. 
It is gratifying, Mbwever, to note that the American people 
not only are much better-off as a, general rule than any one supposed, 
but that the wealth of the country, notwithstanding the many very 
wealthy men, 1s so generally distributed. 


FILTERING THE WATER. 


If Richmond concludes to put in a filtering plant before it gets 
its water from the Sacramento river, then it can not do better than 


to go to that abundant source of supply. The Sacramento river has 
been analyzed time and time again and is of the best unless it has 
been contaminated by sewerage, or by the mud that comes down 
from the mountains.’ But the filtering should be done 
cipality, and nof, as is the case in Sacramento, by each individual 
at an enorrhous cost. 

In the Capital City the water that is furnished by the city is 
not used by any cf the large consumers. Every store, hotel and 
public building of importance gets its water from wells, and water 
wagons and purified water bottles are to be seen everywhere. If 
Sacramento had had the common sense to have installed a decent 
filtering plant years ago, many of her citizens who are now dead 
would be alive, and the revenue of the city from its water works | 
would be many times what it is today. Even as it is, the revenue has 
been so large that a handsome profit has been yielded to the city 
treasury, but when all the large water users have independent 
sources of supply it naturally follows that thousands of dollars are 
lost annually to the city. 

Richmond can avoid all that and add greatly to her revenues 
by putting in a first-class plant before she gets the water supply. 
Tf the water were taken after caissons had been stink in the raver, 
so that the water would have perculated through the sand before 
it entered the pipes, it would be better, and the city would have a 
still more hea:thy supply. -The water question is too important a 
matter to take any risks with. The health of the city depends upon 
it, and when the new supply is secured it should not be a question 
but that the best possible water has been obtained.

TO FIGHT AGAINST 


TERMINAL RATE 
ABOLITION 


MARTINEZ, “March 11.—Alive to 
the serious situation that confronts 
them, the shippers and business in- 
terests of Contra Costa county, like 
those of other interior points, are 
preparing to make a vigorous fight 
against the abolition of the present 


terminal ratings which apply to 182 
«nterior cities and towns in Cali- 
fornia and a repeal of whieh rates is 
threatened as a result of the dispute 
over the rates denied to Marysville 
and San Jose. Sheriff Veale and 
John Bermingham are taking an 
ative interest in the matter and the 
former is addressing a letter to the 
supervisors of the county, the repre- 
sentatives of the large shipping in- 
terests and ali others who might be 
interested to attend a meeting to be 
held in Martinez at the earliest Ppos- 
sible date, probably next Saturday, 
and discuss the matter in all its 
phases. 

Bermingham is particularly well 
acquainted with the conditions. in- 
asmuch as he fought for over two 
years before he could secure a ter- 
minal rating for the Pinole Powder 
Works at the time he was superin- 
tendent there. Over & score of Con- 
tra Costa shipping points w 11 be af- 
fected by the proposed aecitine of 
the terminal ratings and it is rough- 
ly estimated that an increase in 
freight rates of about $2,000,000 
would be inflicted upon the shipping 
interests, 

It is expected that when the con- 
ference is held the leaders in the 
movement to protect their industries 
Will start an active campaign to have 
the rates left as at present.

OFFER FROM 
FEDERALS
